register of the largest known, 
trees in Indiana of 6 varieties 
has been compiled, and it in­ 
cludes the biggest deam oak in 
the United States and f o u r 
other trees that may be national 
champions. 
The register was prepared aft­ 
er the Division of Forestry of 
the Indiana Department of Nat­ 
ural 
Resources 
conducted 
a 
search for the biggests trees of 
all species native to the Hoo­ 
sier State. 
More 
than 500 nominations 
were received which state for­ 
ester John F. Datena said “far 
exceded our expectations,” and 
each nomination was checked 
for accuracy and species identi­ 
fication before it was listed. 
Ned More Info 
Despite the effort to make the 
register complete, Datena said 
“ many species 
have 
had no 
nominations,” and he added that 
“ hopefully, enough people will 
become interested and help us 
locate these missing champions 
and any new trees that w i l l 
challenge 
the current champ­ 
ions.” 
The present Indiana tree list­ 
ed by the American Forestry As­ 
sociation’s National Big Tree 
Register as the nation’s champ­ 
ion is a deam oak owned by 
the state at Bluffton. It is 122 
inches in curcumference, 70 feet 
tall and with an average crown 
spready of 63 feet. 
Hoosier trees to be submitted 
to the national register because 
they appear to be bigger than 
the champions now listed there 
arc the green ash, Schueck oak, 


redbud, serviceberry and black 
willow varieties. 
The Indiana champion t r e e s 
are located on private property, 
in state parks and forests, fed­ 
eral wildlife refuges, on univer­ 
sity and college campuses, in 
cemeteries, and even on h i g h 
school and grade school yards.

Hindsight—Insight—Foresight 


A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

The first Invasion of this state 
during the Civil War was not 
the 
famous 
Morgan’s 
Raid, 
which took place in July of 1863, 
but was called the Newburg 
Raid. 
It occurred one year 
earlier on July 18 in a small 
town in Warwick County about 
fifteen miles from Evansville. 
The invading rebel force was 
hardly large enough to ¿care 
anyone - there were only thirty- 
two men • but the element of 
surprise wras in their favor. 
The leader of this band of 
rebel partisans was Adam R. 
Johnson, a citizen of Henderson, 
Kentucky. He was not officially 
attached to any Army group at 
that time, but was acting on 
his 
own 
with 
men 
he 
had 
recruited for the purpose. Ac­ 
cording to .W W. Terrill, Ad­ 
jutant General for the State of 
Indiana, many of them were 
deserters from the Union Army, 
but there is little proof to show' 
that this was so. Johnson, in 
hi- own book “The Partisan 
Rangers,” says they were all 
loyal citizens of the Confederate 
States of America. 
Johnson’s 
band 
had 
been 
raiding the counties of Kentucky 
with the purpose of terrorizing 
Union sympathizers and raising 
supplies for Rebel soldiers. He 
learned that there were guns 
stored at Newburg and deter- 
m i n e d 
to 
capture 
them. 
Newburg was not a military 
post ,but a Federal hospital had 
been set up there which held 
eighty 
to 
ninety 
sick 
and 
u uuded Federal soldiers. This 
hospital, which Johnson refers 
’ ) as the Bethel Hotel, also was 
u>ed to store commissary and 
h ípital 
supplies 
and 
the 
muskets, 
accountrements 
and 
. : munition of the two Newburg 
Legion companies. In another 
nearby building were more guns 
a ’ 
- o be: 5 
which were still 
put ted in their ."hipping crates. 
S lice there had been no in- 
: -ation of danger, no guard 
wu- stationed for the protection 
oi • ie patients or the supplies. 
At noon, when most of the 
ei /em were at dinner, Johnson 
crossed the river on an ancient 
and leaky ferry. As soon as they 
touched 
indiana 
soil, 
they 
- 
-ued 
for the hospital and 
’.orehouse. Before the startled 
< iiizcns were aware of what 
was going on, they had the 
- uation in hand. Johnson says 
that about eighty men gathered 
in a large brick building with 
double doors and attempted to 
resist but were talked out of 
it when they were showm what 
vn.’y hought were rebel cannons 
pointing at the town from the 
Kentucky shore. 
'The citizens did not know it, 
R 
these were not real guns. 
Johnson had made his “Quaker” 
cannon from discarded wagon 
wheels, 
lengths of 
log and 


pieces of stove pipe. After the 
raid, 
Johnson 
m s 
always 
referred to as “ Stovepipe'” by 
(ils friends. He says that the 
citizens w'ho owned large bouses 
did 
not 
wish to see 
them 
destroyed and gave in without 
a fight. 
Johnson required the captured 
men, including the patients in 
the hospital, to sign paroles of 
honor. This meant they could 
not rejoin their outfits until they 
were exchanged for southern 
prisoners, 
but 
these 
paroles 
were 
never honored by the 
Federal government 
While 
Johnson 
was 
busy 
signing p a r o l e s , his men 
guided by some of the citizens 
- began to ransack homes and 
stores for sugar, coffee, and 
other articles which were in. 
•short supply in the south. Other 
men visited the stables and 
helped themselves to the horses. 
After 
four 
or 
five 
hours, 
during which time the men 
made several trips back and 
forth 
across 
the 
Ohio tran­ 
sporting their booty, the rebels 
withdrew and fled into the in­ 
terior of Kentucky without any 
Casualties on either side. But 
when they had gone, the irate 
citizens rose up in anger against 
those among them who had 
been too friendly. H. H. Carney 
and Elliott Mefford who were 
accused of pointing out property 
for seizure were executed by 
the townspeople and seven more 
were arrested and imprisoned. 
The militia was called out to 
restore order, but was able to 
accomplish 
little 
beyond 
the 
burning of the ferry boat so 
it could not be used for such 
a purpose again. 
About this same time General 
and General Kirby Smith 
were invading Kentucky from 
the south. Along with Smith was 
John Hunt Morgan who was not 
yet a. general. Johnson traveled 
east and joined Bragg’s forces. 
He was assigned to Morgan’s 
men and was not to pleased 
about it, though he was made 
commander of a division. He 
preferred being his own boss 
and did not like having to take 
orders even from Morgan. 
When 
Morgan 
invaded 
In­ 
diana 
the 
following 
year, 
Johnson 
was 
with 
him. 
At 
Brandenburg he begged Morgan 
to let him lead an expedition 
of his own through New Albany 
but 
was 
refused permission. 
When Morgan was cornered at 
Bluffington 
Island 
in 
Ohio, 
Johnson succeeded in swimming 
most of his men across and 
evaded capture. Later he was 
•wounded - a minnie ball passed 
in one eye and other - but he 
lived to write his own story of 
the war and his part in it 
Fittingly enough, the book was 
published by The Lost Cause 
Press.

The Red Cross earlier t h i s 
week estimated 'that more than 
2,000 homes, both permanent 
and mobile, were destroyed by 
the twisters in Indiana. 
A federal disaster center offi­ 
cial said there would be a “dra­ 
matic increase in the number of 
mobile homes delivered to Indi­ 
ana as we cut through the rod 
tape.”

Our much learning might insulate us from 
the shock of reality in the Scriptures 
concerning the resurrection of Christ. Maybe 
we have had our hearts anesthetized by the 
philosopher’s speculation. Perhaps we gave 
allowed the poet’s imagination regarding the 
life to come to draw a veil over our minds. 
But each of us needs for our own spiritual 
life in the present that certainty that was 
alive and vibrant in the heart of the early 
Christian. The resurrection of Christ was 
more than a pious hope for for him; it was an 
inspired certainty. He was utterly convinced 
of the truth of Christ’s return from the grave. 
The stupendous event became the corner­ 
stone for all spiritual power and hope and 
growth It was believed and preached in 
prison chains, on deathbeds and in the bloom 
of health The pagan world snarled at the 
Christian s belief and often ridiculed him 
publicly A man could lose his fortune, his 
life, his family, for believing in the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ But against such 
a background the Christian faith flourished. 
“If we had records of a few emotional 
meetings.” J B Phillips writes of early 
Christians, "we could write the whole 
movement off as one of those passing waves 
of supertition which did from time to time 
disturb the pagan world. But we have no such 
thing we have as good solid evidence of a 
strong and growing faith as any historian 
could require.”
